eyes, if you begin correction 
early and keep ot it. In the first 
3 to 6 months of a child's life 
it sees objects indefinitely. Its 
eyes roll aroutd, generally with- 
out any effort at co-ordination 
and with very little control. Not 


.much attention should be paid 


to this condition, unless one eye 
stays in one position constantly. 
This indicates that some of the 
tamecles of the eye are paralyzed 
and should be given attention at 
once. 


FTER six months the eyes 

may be crossed only when 
the child is crying or out of 
humor or frightened. Perhaps 
one eye constantly turns to one 
side, usually in. Both or either 
of these conditions should receive 
attention at once, because they 
to outgrow 
them. Usually both eyes act to- 
gether to focus on 2 object and 
the muscles of both ‘yes develop 
together; Occasionally one eye 
does not see as well as the other, 
one may be normal and the other 
short-sighted. In this case the 
‘normal eye will see objects and 
the other one does nct. As a re- 
‘sult ‘the short - sighted eye wili 
not be. used, its muscles will be- 


~e"s flacid from lack of use or 
wil] turn back and forth with- 


‘out regard to the object to be 
observed. Thus it gradually be- 
comes useless and in sueh a case 
§f an injury occurs to the good 
{eye the child will be almost 
totally blind, 
OTHING can be done in a 
, case of uneven eyes, unless 
the error or errors of refraction 
‘are overcome by the use of 
glasses to correct the vision. It 
is sometimes even wise to shut 
‘aff the good eye and compel the 
whild to see with the poor eye 
‘for a time. so that the defective 
eye will develop from use and 
strengthen its muscles of move- 
ment and accommodation. This 
cannot be begun any too early 
after the age of six or te.ght 
‘months. 
* * * 
NLY an expert optician can 
prescribe for tne case and 
glasses when used must be very 
carefafy adjusted and changed 
as océesion arises. Very fre- 
quemtly after the glasses are 
worn for a time the eye muscles 
@re strengthened so much that 
they will accommodate them- 
selves without aid and the eyes 
remain straight. If they do not, 
-much can be done by eraining 
and exercise Various Hghte are 
used, also streoscopic pictures 
‘ere arranged with numervwi's at- 
tractive objects which the chil- 
dren like and will look at for a 
long time. This exercis, grad- 
ually trains the eyes to focus and 
2nc become normal. 


OMETIMES the muscles are 
so undeveloped that fusion 
will not take place. Early opera- 
tion on these cases before they 
become fixed in a crossed posi- 
, tion will give the eyes a chance 
; to straighten. The operation is 
‘gimple and harmless. Several 
' @perations may be necessary but 
' they are well worth while if your 
_¢hild’s eyes can be straightened 
_ @hd the child can be relieved of 
the thoughtless jeers and gibes 
of--his playmates. Commence 
early and keep at it.

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SUN-DRIED SKIN 
WILL BE AIDED 
BY OIL FACIAL

HOSE of you who have rap- 
turously pampered your 
bronzed skins-during the sum- 
mer months are now writing to 
me begging for magic formulas 
or miracu- 
we 1OUS treat- 

H ments to 
whiten your 
i skin suffi- 
t ciently to 
make it ap- 
pealing with 
the new fall 
costumes. It 
really is not 
such a diffi- 
cult task if 
you were 
' f or esighted 

enough to 

keep your 

skin really in 
good condition during the sum- 
mer tanning. 

If your skin is seared, sallow 
and’ sun-dried, however, you had 
better combine some emergency 
softening treatments with your 
bleaching. For this purpose the 
hot oil facial gives promptest re- 


sults. Alternate it with your 
bleaching treatments. 

First, cleanse your skin thor- 
oughly with a liquefying cleans- 
ing cream ‘or cteansing oil to 
take away all of the grime and 
oil in your skin. Use two or three 
applications, removing the soiled 
cream with cleansing tissues and 
finally with towels wrung out of 
hot water, 

Durjng this manipulation, 
massage your skin gently with 
up and out movements to stimu- 
late the action of the muscles 
and speed up the circulation. 
Now pour a fourth cup of olive 
oil or special facial oil into a 
saucer and set it in a pan of hot 
water to keep it quite warm. 
Lean back in a comfortable chair 
or lie down on a sofa with the 
ofl, strips of gauze, pads of cot- 
tor. and a good astringent in 
easy reach. 


Massage the warm oil into 
your face and throat, then dip 
short strips of gauze into the 
warn, oil and smooth them over 
your skin. When you have fin- 
ished, you should ‘have a com- 
plete mask of oily gauze cover- 
ing your skin. Over this pour, a 
drop at a. time, the remaining 
werm oil. Dip two cotton pads 
in very warm water or in witch 
hazel, and place over your eye- 
lids. Now you can just sit and 
relax or take a nap, if you wish, 
for the longer the oily mask re- 
mains on your face the softer 
your skin will be. 

When you feel that you really 
must terminate your beauty 
treatment, remove the bands of 
gauze and gently wipe away. any 
remaining oil with tissues, and 
finish the treatment by patting 
the skin with a good astringent. 
Eyen the skin that is exception- 
ally dry and sensitive will be 
soothed, moist and happy after 
this treatment. 

The day following the hot oil 
facial, take the bleaching treat- 
ment that I shall describe for 
you in tomorrow’s column. If 
you think that the hot oil facial 
is too much trouble, at least plan 
to use lots of softening creams or 
muscle oils after the bleaching 
mask and in between times.

ANSWER TO QUERY 

Dear Miss Hunt: I am in 
mourning for a very dear 
member of the family.

AVE tales of the wonderful 

creations of the French (ui- 
sine, tempted you to visit this 
romantic land of gustatory de- 
lights? If you cannot realize your 
ambition for travel, at least you 
can enjoy some of the dishes 
that are served in the world- 
famous old inns and cost)wst 


hotels of the continent right at 
your own table. 


Many of the ingredients that 


go into the making of the delec- 
table dishes of France are to be 
found on your pantry shelf. If 
not, you can get them at almost 
any grocery store or delicatessen. 
One of the secrets of the subtle 
blending of flavors in the recipes, 
hes in long, slow cooking, Another 
is the use of the finest wines for 
cooking and flavoring many of 
the choicest. dishes. 

Of course you will have to 
make allowances for these things 
when you try the.recipes.in your 
own kitchen, but .do net Jet this 
Giscourage you. There are sub- 
stitutes that give good results. 
Cooking wines or white grape 
juice may be used successfully in 
any of the recipes. When your 
family begs for something “dif- 
ferent” just try one of the fol- 
lowing dishes on them. 

Filet Sole Normandie 


Filet sole Normandie is a less 
simple creation. Poach the filets 
in a buttered dish with a broth 
made by boiling the fish bones 
and trimmings in water, pouring 
off and adding an equal amount 
of white wine (white grape 
juice). When the fiso is tender 
arrange the filets in individual 
baking ciches and surround with 
roached oysters, shrimps and 
small mushrooms browned 
slightly in butter. Set in the oven 
to brown lightly. 

Make a sauce with one table- 
spoon butter, one tablespoon 
flour, and one cup white wine. 
4dd one-half cup sweet cream 
and salt and pepper to season, 
and sliced: mushrooms that have 
been simmered gently in butter. 
Pour this sauce over the fish and 
garnish with thin — slices of 
truffles. 

Crepes Suzette 

Crepes suzette, are the favorite 
dessert of Americans visiting 
France. To make them mix well 
three large tablespoons of flour. 
one egg, half a teaspoon of sugar 
and a pinch of salt. Add a table- 
spoon of melted butter and as 


much milk as needed to make: 


the mixture quite thin. Spread 
the batter very thin on a hot 
griddle and cook. Make a paste 
from one tablespoon butter, one 
tablespoon powdered sugar and 
a very little orange juice. Spread 
this over the cooked crepes. Fold 
them and sprinkle with more 
powdered sugar. The French sur-

mood, and the child can’t love 
him for it, least of all be in sym- 
pathy with his aims. Also that 
is why. when we release him, he 
,walks off whistling and with a 
lively step. 

Lecturer vs. Listener 

This morning a mother re- 
marked: “I don’t know what to 
do about Lillian. I talk to her 
and she sings, and she doesn’t 
stop until I’m good and angry. 
Then, when she’s.. quiet, her 
manner mocks me. Children to- 
day are without respect for their 
elders.” ‘ ‘ 

If this mother could be made 
t» see Lillian’s point of view. she 
would understand that Lillian’s 
Singing is to drown out her 
mother’s voice. She is in no 
mood to listen. If she needs to 
be corrected at once, she should 
be punished. Talking, sermon- 
izing that is, can do no good 
now. Her mind is closed and she 
can’t be reasoned with. 

As a rule, the lecture follows 
close on the heels of punishment, 
when the child is full of anger 
or resentment. It flaves in his 
eyes when he looks at us. Yet 
this is the time we chose to in- 
tiuence him with talk. 

The time to explain the rea- 
son for punishment is_ before- 
hand, so’ the child will know 
what he is being punished for. 
Also if we make it a practice to 
talk before punishing, it gives 
‘the child a chance to state his 
case. 
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Getting Together 

Do not judge a ¢hild by his 
actions alone. Try to get an in- 
sight of his motives by talking 
matters over. Seek a time when 
he is most apt to be in a recep- 
tive frame of mind. 

Most children are in a listen- 
ing mood at bedtime. There is 
somethir.g about this cozy hour 
that invites confidential talks. 
and the wise mother will make 
the most of the opportunity.
